THE PROSPEROUS 
FARMERS. 

The fact that a recent issue of The 
St. Mary’s. Journal contained six and 
a half columns of farm nut ion sale 
advsi.'isement* has attracted the at- 
tion ‘ of esteemed contemporaries 
and there has been some difference 
as to its meaning. By some it was 
interpreted as meaning that farming 
conditions must -be very unsatisfac¬ 
tory when £o many people were so 
anxious .*o gat away from the farm, 
The editor oi the Journal, who prob¬ 
ably understand the local situation 
as well as anyone, gives the follow¬ 
ing explanation: 

‘‘Farmers in this district aVc all 
prosperous, and, have through the 
past; four years, grown independent¬ 
ly w'ell-’to-do in many cases. Large 
numbers selling farms are retiring to 
"St Mdly’s and nearby towns to re- 
aide. Demands for farm* from dis¬ 
tant parts is strong, and consequent¬ 
ly prices are an inducement to sell, 
averaging {100 fq {125 per acre. 
Stock sales are the result of farms 
being abnormally stocked and price* 
high. Surplus stock only is sold, 
yet the average sale amounts to 
{3,000 with many {6,000, and an oc- 
fPSional {7,000.” 

There la no doubt thrt this is the 
crude explanation. The farmers are 
selling out, not because they arc dis¬ 
satisfied with the conditions of farm 
life, bi* because they have prosper¬ 
ed abundantly during recent years 
and now find themselves in a position 
to retire and enjoy the fruits of their

Prosperity among farmers means 
much for the. country. 

THE TARIFF TANGLE. 

The present all absorbing topic and 
which in a measure is precipitating 
a fight between the farming interest 
of the West and the manufacturigr. 
interests of the Eastern districts, of 
Canada, and which also is having a 
political potence injected into it 
seems as far'as ever from satisfac¬ 
tory solution at this time. During 
this particularly anxious period of re¬ 
adjustment, when all efforts should 
be devoted to getting business back 
into its normal channels and provid¬ 
ing for the employment of the re¬ 
turning soldiers again, radical meas¬ 
ures should not be precipitately en¬ 
couraged or passed, which might ad- 
| versely effect either parties to the 
discussion. The tariff is and ha: 
always been a matter of serious im¬ 
portance, has its able supporters pri 
and con and is a question still de¬ 
batable for the ultimate success o. 
a new country. ’The present two 
opposing factions are materially de¬ 
pendent, the one on the othfcr, and 
drastic measures at this particulai 
time would cause depressing effects 
on the business of the country. The 
evils so far experienced from a pro¬ 
tective tariff have been not that the 
protection was granted, but that it 1 
was not gradually adjusted to mee. 
the demands of industries as they I 
became more self-supporting and 
able to compete with similar foreign 
industries. We believe in the fos¬ 
tering of ‘‘INFANT INDUSTRIES' 
but when that industry has arrived 
at its maturity, we believe that it 
should be required to maintain it¬ 
self without government favor. A 
standing committee should be nuutd 
whose executive duty would lie lo_ 
examine the progress of such pro¬ 
tective institutions and make recom¬ 
mendations for a decrease of tariff 
on such as their independence is rte- 
vealed and their progress is ascer¬ 
tained. The tariff should be thus re¬ 
duced until it would be entirsly el¬ 
iminated and the industry put out of 
government favor. Thus would the 
principle of protection be wisely ad¬ 
ministered, justly adopted, and gen¬ 
erally favored by the people of the 
.Dominion. It is in the failure to 
adopt these measures here proposed, 
and the maintenance of long stand¬ 
ing protective measures, without ad¬ 
justment to meet advanced conditions 
that has aroused our peoples to a 
demand for a correction of seething 
favoritism which have been granted 
to institutions and industries who 
have been long able to compete with 
any foreign similar Industries; and 
the demand is a just one and should 
be carefully and immediately promul¬ 
gated.

wheats on which our place in the 
markets of the world depends.

He referred to the fact 
that many of the farmers will do 
summer fallowing . this year, which 
will tend to relieve the labor pres¬ 
sure. 

"I do not belive that the labor sit¬ 
uation will be serious," said Mr. 
Wood, "but this is nothing more thar 
a guess.” 

More Summer Fallow 

The U.F.A. leader went on to say 
that there will be a great deal more 
summer fallow this season owing to 
the fact that the war is over and 
there is not the crying need for 
greeter production and supplies for 
the army. Mr. Wood says that the 
land in many parts of the country 
should have been left over last year 
but the needs of the country were 
great at the time and the agricul¬ 
turists put every available foot un¬ 
der cultivation. This year it is ex¬ 
pected that the farmers will doctor 
up their land so as to improve the 
ground for crops in future. 

Mr. Wood said the annual meeting 
of the Canadian Council of agricul¬ 
ture is really a private gathering for 
the purpose of discussing the details 
of business for the year and there is 
really not a great deal taken up that 
would be for public information. -

A Spring Message 
to the Farmers 


For many years the Dominion Ex¬ 
perimental Farms and Stations have 
been conducting tests in the various 
provinces to determine the best var¬ 
ieties of cereal crops for cultivation 
in Canada. In Circular No. 16, is¬ 
sued by the Cereal Division, and dis¬ 
tributed by the Publications branch 
of the Department of Agriculture at 
Ottawa, the merits of the leading var¬ 
ieties are discussed ahd such infor¬ 
mation given as will be a guide to 
farmers in selecting the varieties to 
sow this spring. After a general 
discussion of the varieties the best 
kinds are arranged approximately in 
the order of merit for the different 
parts of Canada. Wheals, are divide 
ed into six classes. Following are 
the leading varieties in each class : 
Fall Wheat, Dawson’s Golden Chaff; 
'spring wheat, late ripening, Red Fife 
early ripening, Marquis; very early, 
Ruby; exteremely early, Preclude; 
Durum, Kubanka. These several ear-, 
ly sorts are recommended for north¬ 
ern areas. In oats the Banner is 
placed first. Six-rowed barley, Man¬ 
churian; two-row barley, -Duckbill ; 
hooded barley, Success and Champ¬ 
ion; hulless, Guy Mayle; Emmer and 
Spelt, common emmer is named as 
the best sort. Arthur is placed at 
the head of varieties of peas, Navy 
a pure white bean of medium size 
is highly recommended and Novelty 
is the name of the best flax for seed 
while Longstem is considered best 
for fibre. . Rye buckwheat is the 
best sort so far decided.
